Specification 

1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required xmder 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-39, drawn to wavelet compression and decompression, classified in 
class 382, subclass 240. 

II. Claims 40-72, drawn to an image compression apparatus and method comprising 
setting thumbnail information in one or a plurality of form and adding such forms 
of thumbnail to a header portion of the compressed code data upon, classified in 
class 375, subclass 240.1 1. 

III. Claims 74-145, drawn to an information processing apparatus and method for 
producing compressed code data comprising storage location and information 
concerning a location storing the image to be compressed, classified in class 382, 
subclass 232 and/or class 358 subclass 1.2. 

rv. Claims 146-205, drawn to an information processing apparatus and method 
comprising extracting desired code data firom image code data and adding 
information concerning the extracted desired code, classified in class 382, 
subclass 100. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each firom the other because of the following reasons: 
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Invention I and each of Inventions IHV are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap 
in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination Invention I has separate utility such as 
wavelet compression which is not used in each of Inventions II-IV. See MPEP § 806,05(d). 

Invention II and each of Inventions III-FV are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap 
in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination Invention I has separate utility such as 
setting thumbnail information in one or a plurality of form and adding such forms of thumbnail 
to a header portion of the compressed code data upon which is not used in each of Inventions 
III-IV. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions in and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination Invention I has separate utiHty such as producing compressed code 
data comprising storage location and information concerning a location storing the image to be 
compressed which is not used in each of Invention IV. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
